REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Applicant argues "The claims are amended according to the suggestions in the 
outstanding Action to provide proper antecedent support." 

The examiner agrees for the following reason. Independent claims 1,11, and 1 9 
were previously cited as allowable if the claim objects were overcome. The amendment 
results in the withdrawal of all of the claim objections for independent claims 1,11, and 
1 9, as well as any dependent claims objected to under this set of independent claims. 
Thus, these claims are in condition for allowance. 

3. Applicant argues "Claim 9 now presents the limitations of "examining said 
register reference control bit contained within a source operand of the instruction to 
determine its state" in the body of the claim and not the preamble. This amendment 
overcomes the rejection of this claim." 

The examiner agrees for the following reason. Independent claim 9 now recites 
the allowable limitation that independent claims 1,11, and 19 recite. The amendment 
also corrects the claim objections for claim 9. An updated search hasn't found any new 
prior art that reads upon the limitation moved from the preamble into the body of the 
claim. Thus, the case is now allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
